The  lines  set  inward  from  the  margin,  and  print- 
ed in  Italics,  are  to  J>e  read  by  the  people. 

The  lines  printed  in  small  Capitals  are  to  be  read 
by  the  Minister  and  the  People  together. 
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LESSON   1. 
PSALM    I. 

BLESSED  is  the  man  tliat  walketh  not  in  the  counsel 
of  the  ungodly, 

( Nor  standeth  in  the  way  of  sinners, 
( Nor  sitteth  in  the  seat  of  the  scornful. 

2  But  his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the  LORD  ; 
And  in  his  law  doth  he  meditate  day  and  night. 

3  And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by  the  rivers  of 

water, 

That  bring  eth  forth  his  fruit  in  his  season; 
His  leaf  also  shall  not  wither  ; 
And  whatsoever  he  doeth  shall  prosper. 

4  The  ungodly  are  not  so  : 

But  are  like  the  chaff  which  the  wind  drioeth  away. 

5  Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  the  judgment, 
Nor  sinners  in  the  congregation  of  the  righteous, 

6  For  the  LORD  knoweth  the  way  of  the  righteous : 
But  the  way  of  the  ungodly  shall  perish. 


PSALM   II. 

WHY  do  the  heathen  rage, 
And  the  people  imagine  a  vain  thing  f 
2  The  kings  of  the  earth  set  themselves, 
j  And  the  rulers  take  counsel  together, 
\  Against  the  LORD  and  against  his  Anointed,  saying,

3  Let  us  break  their  bands  asunder, 
And  cast  away  their  cord*  from  us. 

4  He  that  sitteth  in  the  heavens  shall  laugh  : 
The  LORD  shall  have  them  in  derision. 

5  Then  shall  he  speak  unto  them  in  his  wrath, 
And  vex  them  in  his  sore  displeasure. 

6  Yet  have  I.  set  my  king 
Upon  my  holy  hill  of  Zim. 

7  j  I  will  declare  the  decree  : 

(  The  LORD  hath  said  unto  me,  Thou  art  my  son ; 
This  day  have  I  begotten  thee. 

8  Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine 

inheritance, 
And  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession. 

9  Thou  shalt  break  them  with  a  rod  of  iron  ; 
TJiou  shalt  dash  them  in  pieces  like  a  potter's  vessel. 

10  Be  wise  now  therefore,  O  ye  kings  : 
Be  instructed,  ye  judges  of  the  earth. 

11  Serve  the  LORD  with  fear, 
And  rejoice  with  trembling. 

12  ( Kiss  the  Son  lest  he  be  angry,  and  ye  perish  from  the 

way, 

( When  his  wrath  is  kindled  but  a  little. 
Blessed  are  all  they  that  put  their  trust  in  him. 

PSALM   III. 

LORD,  how  are  they  increased  that  trouble  me ! 
Many  are  they  tJiat  rise  up  against  me, 

2  Many  there  be  which  say  of  my  soul, 
There  is  no  help  for  him  in  God. 

3  But  thou,  O  LORD,  art  a  shield  for  me ; 
My  glory,  and  the  lifter  up  of  mine  head. 

4  I  cried  unto  the  LORD  with  my  voice, 
And  he  heard  me  out  of  his  holy  hill. 

5  I  laid  me  down  and  slept ; 

1  awaked;  for  the  LORD  sustained  me. 

6  I  will  not  be  afraid  of  ten  thousands  of  people, 
That  have  set  themselves  against  me  round  about. 

7  ( Arise,  O  LORD  ;  save  me,  0  my  God  : 

-]  For  thou  hast  smitten  all  mine  enemiea   upon  the 

(          cheek  bone  ; 

Thou  hast  broken  the  teeth  of  the  ungodly.

Have  mercy  upon  me  and  hear  my  prayer. 
2  O  ye  sons  of  men,  how  long  will  ye  turn  my  glory  into 

shame  ? 

How  long  will  ye"  lone  vanity,  and  seek  after  leasing  ? 
8  But  know  that  the  LORD  hath  set  apart  him  that  is 


godly  for  himself  ? 
LOR 


TJie  LORD  will  hear  when  I  call  unto  him. 

4  Stand  in  awe,  and  sin  not : 

Commune  with  your  own  heart  upon  your  bed,  and  be 
still. 

5  Offer  the  sacrifices  of  righteousness, 
And  put  your  trust  in  the  LORD. 

6  There  may  be  many  that  say,  Who  will  shew  us  any 

good? 
LORD,  lift  thou  up  the  light  of  thy  countenance  upon  us. 

7  Thou  hast  put  gladness  in  my  heart, 

More  than  in  the  time  that  their  corn  and  their  wine 
increased. 

8  I  will  both  lay  me  down  in  peace  and  sleep . 
For  thou,  LORD,  only  makest  me  dwell  in  safety. 


PSALM   V. 

GIVE  ear  to  my  words,  0  LORD  ; 
Consider  my  meditation. 

2  Hearken  unto  the  voice  of  my  cry,  my  King  and  my 

God: 
For  unto  thee  will  1  pray. 

3  My  voice  skalt  thou  hear  in  the  morning,  0  LORD  ; 

In  the  morning  will  1  direct  my  prayer  unto  thee,  and 
will  look  up.

4  For  thou  art  not  a  God  that  hath  pleasure  in  wicked- 


Neither  shall  evil  dwell  with  thee. 

5  The  foolish  shall  not  stand  in  thy  sight :

The  LORD  will  abhor  the  Uoody  and  deceitful  man.

Cast  them  out  in  the  multitude  of  their  transgressions; 
for  they  have  rebelled  against  thee. 

11  C  But  let  all  those  that  put  their  trust  in  thee  rejoice : 

•<  Let  them  ever  shout  for  joy,  because  thou  defendest 

(          them : 

Let  them  also  that  love  thy  name  be  joyful  in  thee 

12  For  thou,  LORD,  wilt  bless  the  righteous ; 

With  favour  wilt  thou  compass  Tiim  as  with  a  shield.

( Because  of  thine  enemies, 

That  thou  mightest  still  the  enemy  and  the  avenger. 
8  When  I  consider  thy  heavens,  the  work  of  thy  fingers, 

The  moon  and  the  stars,  which  thou  hast  ordained;

And  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him  f 

5  For  thou  hast  made  him  a  little  lower  than  the  angels, 
And  hast  crowned  him  with  glory ^  and  honour. 

6  Thou  madest  him  to  have  dominion  over  the  works  of 

thy  hands  ; 
Thou  hast  put  all  things  under  his  feet : 

7  All  sheep  and  oxen,

And  whatsoever  passeth  through  the  paths  of  the  seas. 

9  O  LORD,  our  LORD,

PSALM   IX. 

1WILL  praise  thee,  O  LORD,  with  my  whole  heart; 
1  will  shew  forth  all  thy  marvellous  works. 

2  I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thee : 

I  will  sing  praise  to  thy  name,  0  thou  Most  High. 

3  When  mine  enemies  are  turned  back, 
They  shall  fall,  and  perish  at  thy  presence. 

4  For  thou  hast  maintained  my  right  and  my  cause ; 
Thou  safest  in  tJie  throne  judging  right. 

5  Thou  hast  rebuked  the  heathen,  thou  hast  destroyed  the 

wicked, 
Thou  hast  put  out  their  name  for  ever  and  ever. 

6  0  thou  enemy,  destructions  are  come  to  a  perpetual  end  ; 
And  thou  hast  destroyed  cities  ;  their  memorial  is  per- 
ished with  them. 

7  But  the  LORD  shall  endure  for  ever ; 

He  hath  prepared  his  throne  for  judgment. 

8  And  he  shall  judge  the  world  in  righteousness, 

He  shall  minister  judgment  to  the  people  in  uprightness. 

9  The  LORD  also  will  be  a  refuge  for  the  oppressed, 
A  refuge  in  times  of  trouble. 

10  And  they  that  know  thy  name  will  put  their  trust  in 

thee : 
For  thou,  LORD,  hast  not  forsaken  them  that  seek  thee. 

11  Sing  praises  to  the  LORD,  which  dwelleth  in  Zion: 
Declare  among  the  people  his  doings.

12  When  he  maketh  inquisition  for  blood,  he  remember- 

eth  them : 
He  forgettetli  not  tJie  cry  of  the  humble. 

13  Have  mercy  upon  me,  0  LORD  ;  consider  my  trouble 

which  I  suffer  of  them  that  hate  me, 
Thou  that  liftest  me  up  from  the  gates  of  death  : 

14  That  I  may  shew  forth  all  thy  praise  in  the  gates  of 

the  daughter  of  Zion : 
I  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation. 

15  The  heathen  are  sunk  down  in  the  pit  that  they  made : 
In  the  net  which  they  hid  is  their  own  foot  taken. 

16  The  LORD  is  known  by  the  judgment  which  he  exe- 

cuteth  : 
The  wicked  is  snared  in  the  work  of  his  own  hands. 

17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell, 
And  all  the  nations  that  forget  God. 

18  For  the  needy  shall  not  always  be  forgotten : 

The  expectation  of  the  poor  shall  not  perish  for  ever. 

19  Arise,  O  LORD  ;  let  not  man  prevail: 
Let  the  heathen  be  judged  in  thy  sight. 

20  Put  them  in  fear,  0  LORD  : 

That  the  nations  may  know  themselves  to  be  but  men. 


LESSON    IV. 
PSALM   XV. 

LORD,  who  shall  abide  in  thy  tabernacle  ? 
Who  shall  dwell  in  thy  Jioly  hill  ? 

2  He  that  walketh  uprightly,  and  worketh  righteousness, 
And  speaketh  the  truth  in  his  heart. 

3  j  He  that  backbiteth  not  with  his  tongue, 
( Nor  doeth  evil  to  his  neighbour, 

Nor  taketh  up  a  reproach  against  his  neighbour. 

4  In  whose  eyes  a  vile  person  is  contemned  ; 
But  he  honour  eth  them  that  fear  the  LORD. 

He  that  sweareth  to  his  own  hurt,  and  changeth  not. 

5  He  that  putteth  not  out  his  money  to  usury, 
Nor  taketh  reward  against  the  innocent. 

He  that  doeth  these  things  shall  never  be  moved.

PRESERVE  me,  o  God : 

JL    For  in  thee  do  I  put  my  trust. 

2  0  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the  LORD,  thou  art  my 

LORD  : 
My  goodness  extendeth  not  to  thee  ; 

3  But  to  the  saints  that  are  in  the  earth, 

And  to  the  excellent,  in  whom  is  all  my  delight. 

4  (Their  sorrows  shall  be  multiplied  that  hasten  after 

another  god : 

( Their  drink  offerings  of  blood  will  I  not  offer, 
Nor  take  up  their  names  into  my  lips. 

5  The  LORD  is  the  portion  of  mine  inheritance  and  of  my 

cup: 
Thou  maintainest  my  lot. 

6  The  lines  are  fallen  unto  me  in  pleasant  places  ; 
Yea,  1  have  a  goodly  heritage. 

7  I  will  bless  the  LORD,  who  hath  given  me  counsel : 
My  reins  also  instruct  me  in  the  night  seasons. 

8  I  have  set  the  LORD  always  before  me  : 

Because  he  is  at  my  right  hand,  I  shall  not  be  moved. 

9  Therefore  my  heart  is  glad,  and  my  glory  rejoiceth  ; 
My  flesh  also  shall  rest  in  hope. 

10  For  thou  wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in  hell ; 

Neither  wilt  thou  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

11  j  Thou  wilt  show  me  the  path  of  life  : 
/  In  thy  presence  is  fulness  of  joy ; 

At  thy  right  hand  there  are  pleasures  for  evermore. 


PSALM  XVII. 

HEAR  the  right,  O  LORD,  attend  unto  my  cry  ; 
Give  ear  unto  my  prayer,  that  goeth  not  out  of  feigned 
lips. 

2  Let  my  sentence  come  forth  from  thy  presence ; 
Let  thine  eyes  behold  the  things  that  are  equal. 

3  i  Thou  hast  proved  mine  heart ;  thou  hast  visited  mo 

in  the  night ; 

( Thou  hast  tried  me,  and  shaty;  find  nothing  : 
I  am  purposed  that  my  mouth  shall  not  transgress.

4  Concerning  the  works  of  men, 

By  the  word  of  thy  lips  I  have  kept  me  from  the  paths 
of  the  destroyer. 

5  Hold  up  my  goings  in  thy  paths, 
That  my  footsteps  slip  not. 

6  I  have  called  upon  thee,  for  thou  wilt  hear  me,  0  God: 
Incline  thine  ear  unto  me  and  hear  my  speech. 

7  Shew  thy  marvellous  loving  kindness,  0  thou  that 

savest  by  thy  right  hand  them  which  put  their 
trust  in  thee, 
From  those  that  rise  up  against  tJiem. 

8  Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  the  eye ; 
Hide  me  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 

9  From  the  wicked  that  oppress  me, 

From  my  deadly  enemies,  who  compass  me  about. 
10.  They  are  enclosed  in  their  own  fat ; 
With  their  mouth  they  speak  proudly. 

11  They  have  now  compassed  us  in  our  steps  : 
They  have  set  their  eyes  bowing  down  to  the  earth  ; 

12  Like  as  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his  prey, 

And  as  it  were  a  young  lion  lurking  in  secret  places. 

13  Arise,  0  Lord,  disappoint  him,  cast  him  down ; 
Deliver  my  soul  from  the  wicked,  which  is  thy  sword  : 

14  TFrom  men  which  are  thy  hand,  O  LORD,  from  men  of 

the  world, 

I  Which  have  their  portion  in  this  life,  and  -whose  belly 
[         thou  fillest  with  thy  hid  treasure  : 
They  are  full  of  children,  and  leave  the  rest  of  their 
substance  to* their  babes. 

15  As  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  face  in  righteousness : 
1  shall  be  satisfied,  when  1  awake,  with  thy  likeness.

My  luckier,  and  tbe  horn  of  my  salvation,  and  my  high 
tower.

10  And  he  rode  apon  a  cherub,  and  did  fly : 
Yea,  he  did  fly  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind. 

11  He  made  darkness  his  secret  place ; 

His  pavilion  round  about  him  were  dark  waters,  and 
thick  clouds  of  the  skies. 

12  At  the  brightness  that  was  before  him  his  thick  clouds 

passed, 
Hail  stones  and  coals  of  fire. 

13  j  The  LORD  also  thundered  in  the  heavens, 
(  And  the  Highest  gave  his  voice  ; 

Hail  stones  and  coals  of  fire. 

14  Yea,  he  sent  out  his  arrows  and  scattered  them ; 
And  he  shot  out  lightnings,  and  discomfited  them. 

15  Then  the  channels  of  waters  were  seen, 

And  the  foundations  of  the  world  were  discovered, 

At  thy  rebuke,  O  LORD, 

A  t  the  blast  of  the  breath  of  thy  nostrils. 

16  He  sent  from  above,  he  took  me, 
He  drew  me  out  of  miny  waters. 

17  He  delivered  me  from  my  strong  enemy, 

And  from  them  which  hated  me :  for  they  were  too 
strong  for  me. 

18  They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my  calamity : 
But  the  LORD  was  m,y  stay.

19  He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  large  place ; 
He  delivered  me,  because  he  delighted  in  me. 

20  The  LORD  rewarded  me  according  to  my  righteousness, 
According  to  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  hath  he  recom- 
pensed me. 

21  For  1  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  LORD,

27  For  thou  wilt  save  the  afflicted  people ; 
But  wilt  bring  down  high  looks. 

28  For  thou  wilt  light  my  candle  ; 

The  LORD  my  God  will  enlighten  my  darkness. 

29  For  by  thee  I  have  run  through  a  troop ; 
And  by  my  God  have  1  leaped  oner  a  wall. 

30  j  As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect : 
(  The  word  of  the  LORD  is  tried : 

He  is  a  buckler  to  all  those  that  trust  in  him. 

31  For  who  is  God  save  the  LORD  ? 
Or  who  is  a  rock  save  our  God  f 

32  It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength, 
And  maketh  my  way  perfect. 

33  He  maketh  my  feet  like  hinds'  feet, 
And  setteth  me  upon  my  high  places. 

34  He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war, 

So  that  a  bow  of  steel  is  broken  by  mine  arms. 
85  ( Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salvation : 
( And  thy  right  hand  hath  holden  me  up, 
And  thy  gentleness  hath  made  me  great. 
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LESSON  VI. 
PSALM  XIX. 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God ; 

JL  And  the  firmament  sheweth  his  handywork. 

2  Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech, 

And  night  unto  night  sheweth  knowledge. 

3  There  is  no  speech  nor  language, 
Where  their  voice  is  not  heard. 

4  Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth, 
And  their  words  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

5  j  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun, 

|  Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his  chamber, 
And  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a  race. 

6  j  His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven, 
/  And  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it : 

And  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  LORD  is  perfect,  converting  the  soul : 
The  testimony  of  the  LOUD  is  sure,  making  wise  the 

simple.. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  LORD  are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart : 
The  commandment  of  the  LORD  is  pure,  enlightening  the 

eyes. 

9  The  feur  of  the  LORD  is  clean,  enduring  for  ever : 
The  judgments  of  the  LORD  are  true  and  righteous  alto- 
gether. 

10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than  much 

fine  gold : 
Sweeter  also  than  honey,  and  the  honeycomb. 

11  Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned :  and  in  keep- 

ing of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

12  Who  can  understand  his  errors  ?  cleanse  thou  me  from 

secret  faults. 

13  Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins ; 

let  them  not  have  dominion  over  me : 
Then  shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be  innocent  from  the 
great  transgression. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my 

heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight, 
0  LORD,  my  strength,  and  my  redeemer. 
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PSALM    XX. 

THE  LORD  hear  thee  in  the  day  of  trouble ; 
The  name  of  the  God  of  Jacob  defend  thee; 

2  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary, 
And  strengthen  thee  out  of  Zion  ; 

3  Remember  all  thy  offerings, 
And  accept  thy  burnt  sacrifice ; 

4  Grant  thee  according  to  thine  own  heart, 
And  fulfil  all  thy  counsel. 

5  I  We  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation, 

•<  And  in  the  name  of  our  God  we  will  set  up  our  ban- 

(         ners : 

The  LOUD  fulfil  all  thy  petitions. 

6  Now  know  I  that  the  LORD  saveth  his  anoirfted  ; 
( He  wid  hear  him  from  his  holy  heaven 

(  With  the  saving  strength  of  his  right  hand. 

7  Some  trust  in  chariots,  and  some  in  horses  : 

But  we  will  remember  the  name  of  the  LORD  our  God. 

8  They  are  brought  down  and  fallen : 
Bnt  we  are  risen,  and  stand  upright. 

9  Save,  LORD: 

Let  the  king  hear  us  when  we  call.

PSALM  XXIII. 

THE  LORD  is  my  shepherd  ; 
I  shall  not  want.

They  shall  enter  into  the  king's  palace. 

16  Instead  of  thy  fathers  shall  be  thy  children, 
WJiom  thou  mayest  make  princes  in  all  the  earth. 

17  I  will  make  thy  name  to  be  remembered  in  all  genera- 

tions : 
Therefore  shall  the  people  praise  thee,  for  ever  and  ever. 


PSALM   XLVI.

(  He  breaketh  the  bow,  and  cutteth  the  spear  in  sunder  ; 
[  He  burneth  the  chariot  in  the  fire. 

10  Be  still,  and  know  that  I  am  God : 

1  will  be  exalted  among  the  heathen,  I  will  be  exalted  in 
the  earth. 

11  The  LORD  of  hosts  is  with  us  ; 
The  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge.

8  God  reigneth  over  the  heathen  : 

God  sitteth  upon  the  throne  of  his  holiness. 

9  The  princes  of  the  people  are  gathered  together, 
Even  the  people  of  the  God  of  Abraham  : 

For  the  shields  of  the  earth  belong  unto  God  j 
He  is  greatly  exalted. 
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PSALM    XLVIII. 

GREAT  is  the  LOUD,  and  greatly  to  be  praised 
In  the  city  of  our  God,  in  the  mountain  of  his  holiness. 

2  Beautiful  for  situation,  the  joy  of  the  whole  earth,  is 

Mount  Zion, 
On  the  sides  of  the  north,  the  city  of  the  great  King. 

3  God  is  known  in  her  palaces  for  a  refuge.

-•  In  the  city  of  the  LORD  of  hosts,  in  the  city  of  our 

(         God: 

God  will  establish  it  for  ever. 

9  We  have  thought  of  thy  lovingkindness,  0  God, 
In  the  midst  of  thy  temple. 

10  According  to  thy  name,  0  God,  so  is  thy  praise,  unto 

the  ends  of  the  earth. 
T7iy  right  hand  is  full  of  righteousness. 

1 1  Let  Mount  Zion  rejoice, 

Let  the  daughters  of  Judah  be  glad,  because  of  thy  judg- 
ments. 

12  Walk  about  Zion,  and  go  round  about  her  : 
Tell  the  towers  thereof. 

13  Mark  ye  well  her  bulwarks,  consider  her  palaces  ; 
That  ye  may  tell  it  to  the  generation  following. 

14  For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and  ever ; 
He  will  be  our  guide  even  unto  death.

8  Make  me  to  hear  joy  and  gladness  ;

9  Hide  thy  face,  from  my  sins, 
And  blot  out  all  mine  iniquities.

8  And  he  shall  redeem  Israel 
From  all  his  iniquities.

For  they  cast  iniquity  upon  me,  and  in  wrath  they  hate 
me. 

4  My  heart  is  sore  pained  within  me : 

And  the  terrors  of  death  are  fallen  upon  me. 

5  Tearfulness  and  trembling  are  come  upon  me, 
And  horror  hath  overwhelmed  me. 

6  And  I  said,  Oh  that  I  had  wings  like  a  dove  1 
For  then  would  1  fly  away,  and  be  at  rest. 

7  Lo,  then  would  I  wander  far  off, 
And  remain  in  the  wilderness. 
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8  I  would  hasten  my  escape, 

From  the  windy  storm  and  tempest. 

9  Destroy,  O  LORD,  and  divide  their  tongues: 
For  1  have  seen  violence  and  strife  in  the  city. 

10  Day  and  night  they  go  about  it  upon  the  walls  thereof: 
Mischief,  also,  and  sorrow  are  in  the  midst  of  it. 

11  Wickedness  is  in  the  midst  thereof : 
Deceit  and  guile  depart  not  from  her  streets. 

12  For  it  was  not  an  enemy  that  reproached  me  ;  then 

could  I  have  borne  it : 

( Neither  was  it  he  that  hated  me  that  did  magnify  him- 
self against  me  ; 
(  Then  I  would  have  -hid  myself  from  him  : 

13  But  it  was  thou,  a  man  mine  equal,  my  guide,  and  mine 

acquaintance. 

14  j  We  took  sweet  counsel  together, 

( And  walked  unto  the  house  of  God  in  company. 

15  Let  death  seize  upon  them,  and  let  them  go  down  quick 

into  hell : 
For  wickedness  is  in~tlieir  dwellings,  and  among  them. 

16  As  for  me,  I  will  call  upon  God ; 
And  the  LORD  shall  save  me. 

17  Evening,  and  morning,  and  at  noon,  will  I  pray,  and  cry 

aloud : 
And  he  shall  hear  my  voice. 

18  He  hath  delivered  my  soul  in  peace  from  the  battle 

that  was  against  me  : 
For  there  were  many  with  me. 

19  God  shall  hear,  and  afflict  them, 
Even  he  that  abideth  of  old. 
Because  they  have  no  changes, 
Therefore  they  fear  not  God. 

20  He  hath  put  forth  his  hands  against  such  as  be  at  peace 

with  him : 
He  hath  broken  his  covenant. 

21  The  words  of  his  mouth  were  smoother  than  butter, 

but  war  was  in  his  heart. 

His  words  were  softer  than  oil,  yet  were  they  drawn 
swords. 

22  Cast  thy  burden  upon  the  LORD,  and  he  shall  sustain 

thee  : 
He  shall  never  suffer  the  righteous  to  be  moved. 
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23  But  thou,  O  God,  shalt  bring  them  down  into  the  pit 

of  destruction : 

Bloody  and  deceitful  men  shall  not  live  out  half  their 
days  ; 

BUT   I   WILL  TRUST   IN   THEE.

PSALM    LXI. 

HEAR  my  cry,  0  God  ; 
Attend  unto  my  prayer. 

2  From  the  end  of  the  earth  will  I  cry  unto  thee,  when 

my  heart  is  overwhelmed. 
Lead  me  to  the  rock  that  is  higher  than  I. 

3  For  thou  hast  been  a  shelter  for  me, 
And  a  strong  tower  from  the  enemy. 

4  I  will  abide  in  thy  tabernacle  for  ever : 
1  will  trust  in  the  covert  of  thy  wings. 

5  For  thou,  0  God,  hast  heard  my  vows  : 

Thou  hast  given  me  the  heritage  of  those  that  fear  thy 
name. 

6  Thou  wilt  prolong  the  king's  life  : 
And  his  years  as  many  generations. 

7  He  shall  abide  before  God  for  ever : 

Oh  prepare  mercy  and  truth,  which  may  preserve  him. 

8  So  will  I  sing  praise  unto  thy  name  for  ever, 
That  2  may  daily  perform  my  vows. 


PSALM   LXII. 

TRULY  my  soul  waiteth  upon  God : 
-L  From  him  cometh  my  salvation. 

2  He  only  is  my  rock  and  my  salvation  ;

3  How  long  will  ye  imagine  mischief  against  a  man?  ye 

shall  be  slain  all  of  you  ;

4  They  only  consult  to  cast  him  down  from  his  excellen- 

cy :  they  delight  in  lies  : 
They  bless  with  their  mouth  but  they  curse  inwardly. 
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5  My  soul,  wait  thou  only  upon  God ; 
For  my  expectation  is  from  him. 

6  He  only  is  my  rock  and  my  salvation  : 
He  is  my  defence  ;  I  shall  not  be  moved. 

7  In  God  is  my  salvation  and  my  glory : 

The  rock  of  my  strength,  and  my  refuge,  is  in  God. 

8  Trust  in  him  at  all  times  ;  ye  people,  pour  out  your 

heart  before  him : 
God  is  a  refuge  for  us. 

9  Surely  men  of  low  degree  are  vanity,  and  men  of  high 

degree  are  a  lie  : 

To  be  laid  in  the  balance,  they  are  altogether  lighter 
than  vanity. 

10  Trust  not  in  oppression,  and  become  not  vain  in  rob- 

bery : 
If  riches  increase,  set  not  your  heart  upon  them. 

11  God  hath  spoken  once  ;  twice  have  I  heard  this  ; 
That  power  belong eth  unto  God. 

12  Also  unto  thee,  O  LORD,  belongeth  mercy  : 

For  thou  renderest  to  every  man  according  to  his  work 


PSALM    LX1II. 

OGOD,  thou  art  my  God ;  early  will  I  seek  thee  :  my 
soul  thirsteth  for  thee, 

My  flesh  long  eth  for  thee  in  a  dry  and  thirsty  land, 
where  no  water  is  ; 

2  To  see  thy  power  and  thy  glory, 

So  as  1  have  seen  thee  in  the  sanctuary. 

3  Because  thy  lovingkmdness  is  better  than  life, 
My  lips  shall  praise  thee,

search  ; 

Both  the  inward  thought  of  eveiy  one  of  them,  and  the 
heart  is  deep. 

7  But  God  shall  shoot  at  them  with  an  arrow  ; 
Suddenly  shall  they  be  wounded. 

8  So  they  shall  make  their  own  tongue  to  fall  upon 

themselves ; 
All  that  see  them  shall  flee  away. 

9  And  all  men  shall  fear,  and  shall  declare  the  work  of 

God; 

For  they  shall  wisely  consider  of  his  doing. 
10  The  righteous  shall  be  glad  in  the  LORD,  and  shall 

trust  in  him ; 
And  all  the  upright  in  heart  shall  glory. 
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PSALM  LXV. 

PRAISE  waitetli  for  tliee,  0  God,  in  Zion  : 
And  unto  thee  shall  the  vow  be  performed. 

2  O  tliou  that  liearest  prayer,  unto  thee  shall  all  flesh 

come. 

3  ( Iniquities  prevail  against  me  : 

}  As  for  our  transgressions,  thou  shalt  purge  them  away. 

4  Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  choosest,  and  causest  to 

approach  unto  thee,  that  he  may  dwell  in  thy 
courts : 

We  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  goodness  of  thy  house,  even 
of  thy  Jioly  temple. 

5  By  terrible  things  in  righteousness  wilt  thou  answer 

us,  O  God  of  our  salvation  ; 

Who  art  the  confidence  of  all  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and 
of  them  that  are  afar  off  upon  the  sea. 

6  Which  by  his  strength  setteth  fast  the  mountains  ; 

being  girded  with  power  : 

7  (  Which  stilleth  the  noise  of  the  seas,  tlie  noise  of  their 
•{         waves, 

(  And  the  tumult  of  the  people. 

8  They  also  that  dwell  in  the  uttermost  parts  are  afraid 

at  thy  tokens  : 

Thoumakest  the  outgoings  of  the  morning  and  evening 
to  rejoice. 

9  Thou  visitest  the  earth,  and  waterest  it : 
Thou  greatly  enrichest  it, 

With  the  river  of  God,  which  is  full  of  water : 
Thou  preparest  them  corn,  when  thou  hast  so  provided 
for  it. 

10  Thou  waterest  the   ridges  thereof  abundantly,  thou 

settlest  the  furrows  thereof  : 

Thou  makest  it  soft  with  showers,  thou  blessest  the  spring- 
ing thereof. 

11  Thou  crownest  the  year  with  thy  goodness  ; 
And  thy  paths  drop  fatness. 

12  They  drop  upon  the  pastures  of  the  wilderness : 
And  the  little  hills  rejoice  on  every  side. 

13  The  pastures  are  clothed  with  flocks  ; 

(  The  valleys  also  are  covered  over  with  corn  ; 
(  They  shout  for  joy,  they  also  sing. 
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LESSON    XVIII. 
PSALM  LXVI. 

MAKE  a  joyful  noise  unto  God,  all  ye  lands  : 
2  Sing  forth  the  Jwnorofhis  name  :  make  his  praise 
glorious.

5  Come  and  see  the  works  of  God  : 

He  is  terrible  in  his  doing  toward  the  children  of  men. 

6  He  turned  the  sea  into  dry  land :  they  went  through 

the  flood  on  foot : 
There  did  we  rejoice  in  Mm. 

7  He  ruleth  by  his  power  forever;  his  eyes  behold  the 

nations : 
Let  not  the  rebellious  exalt  themselves.  ' 

8  Oh  bless  oar  God,  ye  people, 

And  make  the  voice  of  his  praise  to  be  heard  : 

9  Which  holdeth  our  soul  in  life, 
And  suffereth  not  our  feet  to  be  moved. 

10  For  thou,  O  God,  hast  proved  us  : 
Thou  hast  tried  us  as  silver  is  tried. 

11  Thou  broughtest  us  into  the  net ; 
Thou  laidst  affliction  upon  our  loins. 

12  j  Thou  hast  caused  men  to  ride  over  our  heads  ; 
\  We  went  through  fire  and  through  water  : 
But  thou  broughtest  us  out  into  a,  wealthy  place. 

13  I  will  go  into  thy  house  with  burnt  offerings : 
I  will  pay  thee  my  vows, 

14  WThich  my  lips  have  uttered, 

And  my  mouth  hath  spoken,  when  1  was  in  trouble. 

15  j  I  will  offer  unto  thee  burnt  sacrifices  of  fatlings, 
(  With  the  incense  of  jams  : 

/  will  offer  bullocks  with  goats. 

16  Come  and  hear,  all  ye  that  fear  God, 

And  1  will  declare  what  he  hath  done  for  my  soul. 
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17  I  cried  unto  him  with  my  mouth, 
And  he  was  extolled  with  my  tongue. 

18  If  I  regard  iniquity  in  my  heart, 
The  LORD  will  not  hear  me  : 

19  But  verily  God  hath  heard  me  ; 

He  hath  attended  to  the  voice  of  my  prayer. 

20  Blessed  be   God,   which  hath  not  turned   away  my 

prayer, 
Nor  his  mercy  from  me. 

PSALM  LXVII. 

GOD  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  bless  us  :

6  j  God  setteth  the  solitary  in  families  : 

\  He  bringeth  out  those  which  are  bound  with  chains  : 
But  the  rebellious  dwell  in  a  dry  land. 

7  O  God,  when  thou  wentest  forth  before  thy  people, 
When  thou  didst  march  through  the  icilderness  ; 

8  The   earth  shook,  the  heavens  also  dropped  at  the 

presence  of  God  ; 

Even  Sinai  itself  was  moved  at  the  presence  of  God,  the 
God  of  Israel. 

9  Thou,  O  God,  didst  send  a  plentiful  rain, 

Whereby  thou  didst  confirm  thine  inheritance,  when  it 
was  weary. 

10  Thy  congregation  hath  dwelt  therein  : 

Thou,  0  God,  hast  prepared  of  thy  goodness  for  the 
poor. 

11  The  LORD  gave  the  word  : 

Great  icas  the  company  of  tliose  that  published  it. 

12  Kings  of  armies  did  flee'  apace  : 

And  she  that  tarried  at  home  divided  the  spoilt, 

13  (Though  ye  have  lain  among  the  pots, 

•j  Yet  shall  ye  be  as  the  wings  of  a  dove  covered  with 

(         silver, 

And  her  feathers  with  yellow  gold. 

14  When  the  Almighty  scattered  kings  in  it, 
It  was  white  as  snow  in  Salmon. 

15  The  hill  of  God  is  as  the  hill  of  Bashan  ; 
A  high  hill,  as  the  hill  of  Bashan. 

16  Why  leap  ye,  ye  high  hills  ?  this  is  the  hill  which  God 

desireth  to  dwell  in  ; 
Yea,  the  LORD  will  dwell  in  it  for  ever. 

17  The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thousand,  even  thou- 

sands of  angels : 
The  LORD  is  among  tliem,  as  in  Sinai,  in  the  holy  place. 

18  ( Thou  hast  ascended  on  high,  thou  hast  led  captivity 

captive  : 

(  Thou  hast  received  gifts  for  men  ; 
Yea,  for  the  rebellious  also,  that  the  LORD  God  might 
dwell  among  them. 

19  Blessed  be  the  LORD,  who  daily  loadeth  us  with  bene- 

fits, 
Even  the  God  of  our  salvation. 
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20  He  that  is  our  God  is  the  God  of  Salvation  ; 

And  unto  God  the  LORD  'belong  the  issues  from  death. 

21  But  God  shall  wound  the  head  of  his  enemies,

Even  the  LORD,  from  the  fountain  of  Israel. 

27  j  There  is  little  Benjamin  with  their  ruler, 
/  The  princes  of  Judah  and  their  council, 

The  princes  of  Zebulun,  and  the  princes  of  Naphtali. 

28  Thy  God  hath  commanded  thy  strength : 
Strengthen,  0  God,  that  which  tJiou  hast  wrought  for  us. 

29  Because  of  thy  temple  at  Jerusalem 
Shall  kings  bring  presents  unto  thce. 

30  (Rebuke  the  company  of  spearmen,  the  multitude  of 

the  bulls,  with  the  calves  of  the  people, 
( Till  every  one  submit  himself  with  pieces  of  silver : 
Scatter  thou  the  people  that  delight  in  war. 
81  Princes  shall  come  out  of  Egypt ; 

Ethiopia  shall  soon  stretch  out  her  hands  unto  God. 

32  Sing  unto  God,  ye  kingdoms  of  the  earth ; 
Oh  sing  praise  unto  the  LORD  ; 

33  To  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heavens  of  heavens,  which 

were  of  old ; 
Lo,  he  doth  send  out  his  voice,  and  that  a  mighty  voice. 

34  Ascribe  ye  strength  unto  God : 

His  excellency  is  over  Israel,  and  his  strength  is  in  the 
clouds. 

35  O  God,  thou  art  terrible  out  of  thy  holy  places  : 

The  God  of  Israel  is  he  that  giveth  strength  and  power 

unto  his  people. 
BLESSED  BE  GOD. 
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he  king  thy  judgments,  0  God, 
VT  And  thy  righteousness  unto  the  king's  son. 

2  He  shall  judge  thy  people  with  righteousness, 
And  thy  poor  with  judgment. 

3  The  mountains  shall  bring  peace  to  the  people, 
And  the  little  hills,  by  righteousness. 

4  He  shall  judge  the  poor  of  the  people, 

He  shall  save  the  children  of  the  needy,  and  shall  break 
in  pieces  the  oppressor. 

5  They  shall  fear  thee  as  long  as  the  sun  and  moon 

endure, 
Throughout  all  generations.

gold  of  Sheba: 

Prayer  also  shall  be  made  for  him  continually  ;  and 
daily  shall  he  be  praised. 
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16  ( There  shall  be  a  handful  of  cojn  in  the  earth  upon 
•<         the  top  of  the  mountains  ; 

(  The  fruit  thereof  shall  shake  like  Lebanon  : 
And  they  of  the  city  shall  flourish  like  grass  of  the 
earth. 

17  ( His  name  shall  endure  for  ever  : 

\  His  name  shall  be  continued  as  long  as  the  sun : 
And  men  shall  be  blessed  in  him  :  all  nations  shall  call 
him  blessed. 

18  Blessed  be  the  LORD  God,  the  God  of  Israel, 
Who  only  doeth  wondrous  things. 

19  And  blessed  be  his  glorious  name  for  ever : 
And  let  the  whole  earth  be  filled  with  his  glory. 
AMEN,  AND  AMEN.

0  Israel,  if  thou  wilt  hearken  unto  me  ; 

9  There  shall  no  strange  God  be  in  thee  : 
Neither  shalt  thou  worsltip  any  strange  God. 

10  I  am  the  LORD  thy  God,  which  brought  thee  out  of  the 

land  of  Egypt : 
Open  thy  mouth  wide,  and  1  will  fill  it. 

11  But  my  people  would  not  hearken  to  my  voice  ;

8  0  LORD  God  of  hosts,  who  is  a  strong  LORD  like  unto 

thee  ? 
Or  to  thy  faithfulness  round  about  thee  ? 

9  Thou  rulest  the  raging  of  the  sea : 

When  the  wanes  thereof  arise,  thou  stillest  them. 

10  Thou  hast  broken   Rahab   in.  pieces,  as  one  that  is 

slain  ; 
Thou  hast  scattered  thine  enemies  with  thy  strong  arm. 

11  The  heavens  are  thine,  the  earth  also  is  thine  : 

As  for  the  world  and  the  fulness  thereof,  thou  hast 
founded  them.

With  my  holy  oil  have  1  anointed  him. 

21  With  whom  my  hand  shall  be  established  : 
Mine  arm  also  shall  strengthen  him. 

22  The  enemy  shall  not  exact  upon  him  : 
Nor  the  son  of  wickedness  afflict  him. 
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23  And  I  will  beat  down  his  foes  before  his  face, 
And  plague  them  that  hate  him. 

24  But  my  faithfulness  and  my  mercy  shall  be  with  him  » 
And  in  my  name  shall  his  horn  be  exalted. 

25  I  will  set  his  hand  also  in  the  sea, 
And  his  right  hand  in  the  rivers. 

26  He  shall  cry  unto  me,  Thou  art  my  father, 
My  God,  and  the  rock  of  my  salvation. 

27  Also  I  will  make  him  my  firstborn, 
Higher  than  the  kings  of  the  earth.

8  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before  thee, 
Our  secret  sins  in  the  Light  of  thy  countenance. 

9  For  all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath  : 
We  spend  our  years  as  a  tale  that  is  told. 

10  The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years  and  ton  : 
And  if  by  reason  of  strength  they  be  fourscore  yean 
Yet  is  their  strength  labour  and  sorrow; 

For  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away. 

11  Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger  ? 
Even  according  to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath. 

12  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days, 

That  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 
*  13  Return,  0  LORD,  how  long? 

And  let  it  repent  thee  concerning  thy  servants. 

14  O  satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy  : 

That  we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad  all  our  days. 

15  Make  us  glad  according  to  the  days  wherein  thou  hast 

afflicted  us, 
And  the  years  wherein  we  Jiave  seen  evil. 

16  Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  servants, 
And  thy  glory  unto  their  children. 

17  And  let  the  beauty  of  the  LORD  our  God  be  upon  us : 
And  establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us ; 

YEA,  THE  WORK  OF  OUR  HANDS  ESTABLISH  THOU  IT. 


PSALM   XCI. 

TTE  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High 
-LI  Shall  abide  under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty.

8  Only  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold, 
And  see  the  reward  of  the  wicked. 

9  Because  thou  hast  made  the  LOKD,  which  is  my  refuge, 
Even  the  Most  High,  thy  habitation  ; 

10  There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee, 

Neither  shall  any  plague  come  nigh  thy  dwelling. 

11  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee, 
To  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

12  They  shall  bear  thee  up  in  their  hands, 
Lest  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

13  Thou  shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  adder : 

The  young  lion,  and  the  dragon,  shalt  thou  trample 
under  feet. 

14  Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me,  therefore  will  I 

deliver  him : 
1  will  set  him  on  high,  because  he  hath  known  my  name. 

15  He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  answer  him:  I  will 

be  with  him  in  trouble  ; 
I  will  deliver  him  and  honour  him. 

16  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him, 
And  shew  him  my  salvation.

10  (  Say  among  the  heathen  that  the  LORD  reigneth  : 
•j  The  world  also  shall  be  established  that  it  shall  not 
(         be  moved : 
He  shall  judge  the  people  righteously. 
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11  Let  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  let  the  earth  be  glad  ; 
Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof. 

12  Let  the  field  be  joyful,  and  all  that  is  therein : 
Then  shall  all  the  trees  of  the  wood  rejoice, 

13  Before  the  LOUD  :  for  he  cometh, 
For  he  cometh  to  judge  the  earth  : 

He  shall  judge  the  world  with  righteousness, 
And  the  people  with  his  truth. 
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THE  LORD  reigneth  ;  let  the  earth  rejoice  ;

10  Ye  that  love  the  LORD,   hate  evil :  he  preserveth  the

11  Light  is  sown  for  the  righteous, 
And  gladness  for  the  upright  in  heart. 

12  Rejoice  in  the  LORD,  ye  righteous, 

And  give  thanks  at  the  remembrance  of  his  holiness. 
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OH  sing  unto  the  LOUD  a  new  song ;  for  he  hath  done 
marvellous  things : 

His  right  hand  and  his  holy  arm,  hath  (/often  Jiim  the 
victory. 

2  The  LORD  hath  made  known  his  salvation  : 

His  righteousness  hath  he  openly  shewed  in  the  sight  of 
the  heathen. 

3  He  hath  remembered  his  mercy,  and  his  truth  toward 

the  house  of  Israel : 

All  the  ends  of  the  earth  have  seen  the  salvation  of  our 
God. 

4  Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  LOUD,  all  the  earth : 
Make  a  loud  noise,  and  rejoice,  and  sing  praise. 

5  Sing  unto  the  LORD  with  the  harp  ; 
With  the  harp,  and  the  voice  of  a  psalm. 

6  With  trumpets,  and  sound  of  cornet, 

Make  a  joyful  noise  before  the  LORD,  the  King. 

7  Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof ; 
The  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

8  Let  the  floods  clap  their  hands  : 
Let  the  hills  lie  joyful  together, 

9  Before  the  LORD  ;  for  he  cometh  to  judge  the  earth  ; 
With  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  world,  and  the 

people  with  equity. 
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fpHE  LORD  reigneth, 

JL  He  is  clothed  with  majesty  : 

The  LORD  is  clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  lie  hath 
girded  himself. 

The  world  also  is  stablished,  that  it  cannot  be  moved. 

2  Thy  throne  is  established  of  old : 
Thou  art  from  everlasting.

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4  The  LORD  on  high  is  mightier  than  the  noise  of  many

Yea,  than  the  mighty  waves  of  the  sea. 
6  Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure  : 

Holiness  becometh  thine  house,  0  LORD,  jfor  ever. 
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THE  LORD  reigneth  ;  let  the  people  tremble : 
He   sitteth  between  the  cherubim;    let  the  earth  be 
moved. 

2  The  LORD  is  great  in  Zion ; 

And  he  is  high  above  all  the  people. 

3  Let  them  praise  thy  great  and  terrible  name  ; 
For  it  is-  holy. 

4  The  king's  strength  also  loveth  judgment ;  thou  dost 

establish  equity, 
Thou  executest  judgment  and  righteousness  in  Jacob. 

5  Exalt  ye  the  LORD  our  God, 

And  worship  at  his  footstool  ;  for  he,  is  holy. 

6  j  Moses  and  Aaron  among  his  priests, 

\  And  Samuel  among  them  that  call  upon  his  name  ; 
They  called  upon  the  LORD,  and  he  answered  them. 

7  He  spake  unto  them  in  the  cloudy  pillar  : 

They  kept  his  testimonies,  and  the  ordinance  that  he  gave 
them. 

8  Thou  answeredst  them,  O  LORD  our  God  : 
(  Thou  wast  a  God  that  for gavest  them, 

\  Though  thou  tookest  vengeance  of  their  inventions. 

9  Exalt  the  LORD  our  God,  and  worship  at  his  holy  hill ; 
For  the  LORD  our  God  is  holy. 
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MAKE  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  LORD,  all  ye  lands. 
2  Serve  the  LORD  with  gladness  :    come  before  his 

presence  with  singing. 
3  ( Know  ye  that  the  LORD  he  is  God : 
}  It  is  he  that  hath  made  us,  and  not  we  ourselves  ; 
We  are  his  people,  and  the  sheep  of  his  pasture. 
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4  Enter  into  his  gates  with  thanksgiving,  and  into  hia 

courts  with  praise  : 
Be  thankful  unto  Mm,  and  Uess  Ms  name. 

5  For  the  LORD  is  good ;  his  mercy  is  everlasting ; 
And  his  truth  endureth  to  all  generations. 
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HEAR  my  prayer,  0  LORD, 
And  let  my  cry  come  unto  thee. 

2  ( Hide  not  thy  face  from  me 

•<  In  the  day  when  I  am  in  trouble  ;  incline  thine  ear 

(         unto  me : 

In  the  day  when  1  call  answer  me  speedily. 

3  For  my  days  are  consumed  like  smoke, 
And  my  bones  are  burned  as  a  hearth. 

4  My  heart  is  smitten,  and  withered  like  grass  ; 
So  that  1  forget  to  eat  my  bread. 

5  i  By  reason  of  the  voice  of  my  groaning  my  bones  cleave 
•<         to  my  skin. 

6  ( I  am  like  a  pelican  of  the  wilderness  : 
1  am  like  an  owl  of  the  desert. 

7  ( I  watch,  and  am  as  a  sparrow  alone  upon  the  house- 

top. 

8  (  Mine  enemies  reproach  me  all  the  day  : 

And  they  that  are  mad  against  me  are  sworn  against 
me. 

9  For  I  have  eaten  ashes  like  bread, 
And  mingled  my  drink  with  weeping. 

10  Because  of  thine  indignation  and  thy  wrath  : 
For  thou  hast  lifted  me  up,  and  cast  me  down. 

11  My  days  are  like  a  shadow  that  declineth  ; 
And  I  am  withered  like  grass. 

12  But  thou,  O  LORD,  shalt  endure  for  ever  ; 
And  thy  remembrance  unto  all  generations. 

13  Thou  shalt  arise,  and  have  mercy  upon  Zion : 

For  the  time  to  favour  her,  yea,  the  set  time,  is  come. 

14  For  thy  servants  take  pleasure  in  her  stones, 
And  favour  the  dust  thereof.

20  To  hear  the  groaning  of  the  prisoner  : 

To  loose  those  that  are  appointed  to  death  ; 

21  To  declare  the  name  of  the  LORD  in  Zion, 
And  his  praise  in  Jerusalem  ; 

22  When  the  people  are  gathered  together, 
And  the  kingdoms,  to  serve  the  LORD. 

23  He.  weakened  my  strength  in  the  way ; 
He  shortened  my  days. 

24  I  said,  O  my  God,  take  me  not  away  in  the  midst  of  my 

days : 
Thy  years  are  throughout  all  generations. 

25  Of  old  hast  thou  laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth  : 
And  the  heavens  are  the  work  of  thy  hands. 

26  They  shall  perish,  but  thou  shalt  endure  : 
Yea,  all  of  them  shall  wax  old  like  a  garment; 

As  a  vesture  shalt  thou  change  them,  and  they  shall 
be  changed : 

27  But  thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years  shall  have  no  end. 

28  The  children  of  thy  servants  shall  continue, 
And  their  seed  shall  be  established  before  thee. 
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BLESS  the  LORD,  O  my  soul : 
And  all  that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy{ncvm6. 
2  Bless  the  LORD,  O  my  soul, 

And  forget  not  all  his  benefits  : 
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3  Who  forgivetli  all  thine  iniquities  ; 
Who  healeth  all  thy  diseases  ; 

4  Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruction  ; 

Who  crowneth  thee  with  lomngkindness   and    tender 
mercies; 

5  Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good  things  ; 
80  that  thy  youth  'is  renewed  like  the  eagle's. 

6  The  LORD  executeth  righteousness, 
And  judgment  for  all  that  are  oppressed. 

7  He  made  known  his  ways  unto  Moses, 
His  acts  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

8  The  LORD  is  merciful  and  gracious, 
Slow  to  anger  and  plenteous  in  mercy. 

9  He  will  not  always  chide  : 

Neither  will  he  keep  his  anger  for  ever. 

10  He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our  sins  ; 
Nor  rewarded  us  according  to  our  iniquities. 

11  For  as  the  heaven  is  high  above  the  earth, 

So  great  is  his  mercy  toward  them  that  fear  him-. 

12  As  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west, 

So  far  hath  he  removed  our  transgressions  from  us. 

13  Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children, 
So  the  LORD  pitieth  them  that  fear  him. 

14  For  he  knoweth  our  frame  ; 

He  remembereth  that  we  are  dust. 

15  As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass  : 

As  a  flower  of  the  field,  so  he  flourisheth. 

16  For  the  wind  passeth.  over  it,  and  it  is  gone  ; 
And  the  place  thereof  shall  know  it  no  more. 

17  But  the  mercy  of  the  LORD  is  from  everlasting  to  ever- 

lasting upon  them  that  fear  him. 
And  his  righteousness  unto  children's  children  ; 

18  To  such  as   keep  his  covenant, 

And  to  those  that  remember  his  commandments  to  do 
them. 

19  The  LORD  hath  prepared  his  throne  in  the  heavens : 
And  his  kingdom  ruleth  over  all. 

20  Bless  the  LORD,  ye  his  angels,  that  excel  in  strength, 
That  do  his  commandments,  hearkening  unto  the  wice 

of  his  word. 

21  Bless  ye  the  LORD,  all  ye  his  hosts ; 

Te  ministers  of  his,  that  do  his  pleasure. 
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Bless  the  LORD,  all  Ms  works  in  all  places  of  his  do- 
minion : 
Bless  the  LOUD,  0  my  soul. 
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BLESS  the  LOUD,  O  my  soul.    O  LORD  my  God,  thou 
art  very  great ; 
Thou  art  clothed  with  honour  and  majesty. 

2  Who  coverest  thyself  with  light  as  with  a  garment : 
Wfio  stretchest  out  the  heavens  like  a  curtain  : 

3  j  Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers  in  the  waters : 
"j  Who  maketh  the  clouds  his  chariot : 

W7io  walketh  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind : 

4  Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits ; 
Hi*  ministers  a  flaming  fire  : 

5  Who  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth, 
That  it  should  not  be  removed  for  ever. 

6  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  as  with  a  garment : 
The  waters  stood  above  the  mountains. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  fled  ; 

At  the  voice  of  thy  thunder  they  hasted  away. 

8  They  go  up  by  the  mountains ;  they  go  down  by  the 

valleys, 
Unto  the  place  which  thou  hast  founded  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they  may  not  pass  over; 
That  they  turn  not  again  to  cover  the  earth. 

10  He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  valleys, 
Which  run  among  the  hills. 

11  They  give  drink  to  every  beast  of  the  field  : 
TVie  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

12  By  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  have  their  habi- 

tation, 
Which  sing  among  the  branches. 

13  He  watereth  the  liills  from  his  chambers  : 

The  earth  is  satisfied  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

14  He  causeth  the  grass  to  grow  for  the  cattle, 
And  herb  for  the  service  of  man  : 

That  he  may  bring  forth  food  out  of  the  earth  ; 

15  And  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  man, 
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And  oil  to  make  his  face  to  shine, 

And  bread  which  strengthened  man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  of  the  LORD  are  full  of  sap  ; 

The  cedars  of  Lebanon,  which  he  hath  planted; 

17  Where  the  birds  make  their  nests  : 

As  for  the  stork,  the  fir  trees  are  her  house. 

18  The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the  wild  goats ; 
And  the  rocks  for  the  conies. 

19  He  appointed  the  moon  for  seasons  : 
The  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

20  Thou  makest  darkness,  and  it  is  night : 
WJierein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  do  creep  forth. 

21  The  young  lions  roar  after  their  prey, 
And  seek  their  meat  from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  they  gather  themselves  together, 
And  lay  them  down  in  their  dens. 

23  Man  goeth  forth  unto  his  work 
And  to  his  labour  until  the  evening. 

24  0  LORD,  how  manifold  are  thy  works  !  in  wisdom  hast 

thou  made  them  all : 
The  earth  is  full  of  thy  riches. 

25  So  is  this  great  and  wide  sea,  wherein  are  things  creep- 

ing innumerable, 
Both  small  and  great  beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships  : 

There  is  that  leviathan,  whom  thou  hast  made  to  play 
therein. 

27  These  wait  all  upon  thee  : 

That  thou  mayest  give  them  their  meat  in  due  season. 

28  That  thou  givest  them  they  gather : 

Thou  openest  thine  hand,  they  are  filled  with  good. 

29  Thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  troubled  : 

Thou  takest  away  their  breath,  they  die,  and  return  to 
their  dust. 

30  Thou  sendest  forth  thy  spirit,  they  are  created : 
And  thou  renewest  1he  face  of  the  earth. 

31  The  glory  of  the  LORD  shall  endure  for  ever  : 
The  LORD  shall  rejoice  in  his  works. 

32  He  looketh  on  the  earth,  and  it  trembleth : 
He  toucheth  the  hills,  and  they  smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  unto  the  LORD  as  long  as  I  live  : 

I  will  sing  praises  to  my  God  while  1  have  my  being. 
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34  My  meditation  of  him  shall  "be  sweet-: 
1  will  be  glad  in  the  LORD. 

35  Let  the  sinners  be  consumed  out  of  the  earth, 
And  let  the  wicked  be  no  more. 

Bless  thou  the  LORD,  O  my  soul. 
PRAISE  YE  THE  LORD.

17  He  sent  a  man  before  them, 

Even  Joseph,  who  was  sold  for  a  servant  : 

18  Whose  feet  they  hurt  with  fetters 
He  was  laid  in  iron  : 

19  Until  the  time  that  his  word  came  : 
The  word  of  the  LORD  tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent  and  loosed  him  : 

Even  the  ruler  of  the  people,  and  let  him  go  free, 

21  He  made  him  lord  of  his  house, 
And  ruler  of  all  his  substance  : 

22  To  hind  his  princes  at  his  pleasure  ; 
And  teach  his  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt ; 

And  Jacob  sojourned  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

24  And  he  increased  his  people  greatly  ; 
And  made  them  stronger  than  their  enemies. 

25  He  turned  their  heart  to  hate  his  people, 
To  deal  subtilely  with  his  servants. 

26  He  sent  Moses,  his  servant ; 
And  Aaron  whom  he  had  chosen. 

27  They  shewed  his  signs  among  them, 
And  wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and  made  it  dark  ; 
And  they  rebelled  not  against  his  word. 

29  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood, 
And  slew  their  fish. 

30  Their  land  brought  forth  frogs  in  abundance, 
In  the  cliambers  of  their  kings. 

31  He  spake,  and  there  came  divers  sorts  of  flies, 
And  lice  in  all  their  coasts. 

32  He  gave  them  hail  for  rain, 
And  flaming  fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also,  and  their  fig  trees  ; 
And  brake  the  trees  of  their  coasts. 

34  He  spake,  and  the  locusts  came, 

And  caterpillars,  and  that  without  number  t 

35  And  did  eat  up  all  the  herbs  in  their  land, 
And  devoured  the  fruit  of  their  ground. 

36  He  smote  also  all  the  firstborn  in  their  land, 
The  chief  of  all  their  strength.

42  For  he  remembered  his  holy  promise, 
And  Abraham,  his  servant. 

43  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with  joy, 
And  his  chosen  with  gladness  : 

44  And  gave  them  the  lands  of  the  heathen : 
And  they  inherited  the  labour  of  the  people  ; 

45  That  they  might  observe  his  statutes, 
And  keep  his  laws.

Even  they  shall  understand  the  lovingkindness  of  the

150  They  draw  nigh  that  follow  after  mischief  : 
They  are  far  from  thy  law. 

151  Thou  art  near,  O  LORD  ; 

And  all  thy  commandments  are  truth. 

152  Concerning  thy  testimonies,  I  have  known  of  old 
That  thou  hast  founded  them  for  ever. 
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153  Consider  mine  affliction,  and  deliver  me  : 
For  1  do  not  forget  thy  law. 

154  Plead  my  cause,  and  deliver  me: 
Quicken  me  according  to  thy  word. 

•  155  Salvation  is  far  from  the  wicked : 
For  they  seek  not  thy  statutes. 

156  Great  are  thy  tender  mercies,  O  LORD  : 
Quicken  me  according  to  thy  judgments. 

157  Many  are  my  persecutors  and  mine  enemies  ; 
Yet  do  I  not  decline  from  thy  testimonies. 

158  I  beheld  the  transgressors,  and  was  grieved  ; 
Because  they  kept  not  thy  word. 

159  Consider  how  I  love  thy  precepts : 

Quicken  me,  0  LORD,  according  to  thy  lomngkindness. 

160  Thy  word  is  true  from  the  beginning : 

And  every  one  of  thy  righteous  judgments  endureth  for 
ever.

3  Praise  him  with  the  sound  of  the  trumpet : 
Praise  him  witJi  the  psaltery  and  harp. 

4  Praise  him  with  the  timbrel  and  dance  : 

Praise  him  with  stringed  instruments  and  organs.  ' 

5  Praise  him  upon  the  loud  cymbals  : 
Praise  him  upon  the  high  sounding  cymbals. 

6  Let  everything  that  hath  breath  praise  the  LORD. 
PRAISE  YE  THE  LORD. 

[NOTE. — A  few  lessons  are  added  from  the  Messianic  prophecies  of 
Isaiah— similar  to  the  Psalms  in  their  poetical  structure,  and  equally  ap- 
propriate for  responsive  reading.] 
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LESSON    XLV, 
ISAIAH   XI,  1-9. 

AND  there  shall  come  forth  a  rod  out  of  the  stem  of 
Jesse, 
And  a  Branc7i  shall  grow  out  of  his  roots  : 

2  And  the  spirit  of  the  LORD  shall  rest  upon  him, 
The  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding, 

The  spirit  of  counsel  and  might, 

The  spirit  ofknoicledge  and  of  the  fear  of  the  LORD ; 

3  And  shall  make  him  of  quick  understanding, 
In  the  fear  of  the  LORD  : 

And  he  shall  not  judge  after  the  sight  of  his  eyes, 
Neither  reprove  after  the  hearing  of  his  ears  : 

4  But  with  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  poor, 
And  reprove  with  equity  for  the  meek  of  the  earth. 
And  he  shall  smite  the  earth  with  the  rod  of  his  mouth, 
And  with  the  breath  of  his  lips  shall  he  slay  the  wicked. 

5  And  righteousness  shall  be  the  girdle  of  his  loins, 
And  faithfulness  the  girdle  of  his  reins. 

6  The  wolf  also  shall  dwell  with  the  lamb, 
And  the  leopard  shall  lie  down  with  the  kid  ; 

And  the  calf,  and  the  young  lion,  and  the  fatling  to- 
gether ; 
And  a  little  child  shall  lead  them. 

7  And  the   cow  and  the  bear  shall  feed  ;  their  young 

ones  shall  lie  down  together  ; 
And  the  lion  shall  eat  straw  like  the  ox. 

8  And  the  sucking  child  shall  play  on  the  hole  of  the 

asp, 

And  the  weaned  child  shall  put  his  Jiand  on  the  cocka- 
trice' den. 

9  They  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy  moun- 

tain, 

For  the  earth  shall  befall  of  the  knowledge  of  the  LORD, 
as  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 

ISAIAH    XLII,  1-12. 

BEHOLD  my  servant,  whom  I  uphold  ; 
Mine  elect,  in  whom  my  soul  delighteth  ; 
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I  have  put  my  Spirit  upon  him  ; 

He  shall  bring  forth  judgment  to  the  Gentiles. 

2  He  shall  not  cry,  nor  lift  up, 

Nor  cause  his  voice  to  be  heard  in  the  street. 

3  A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break,  and  the  smoking  flax 

shall  he  not  quench : 
He  shall  bring  forth  judgment  unto  truth. 

4  He  shall  not  fail  nor  be  discouraged,  till  lie  have  set 

judgment  in  the  earth  : 
And  the  isles  shall  wait  for  his  law.

He  that  created  the  heavens,  and  stretched  them  out  / 

He  that  spread  forth  the  earth, 

And  that  which  cometh  out  of  it  ; 

He  that  giveth  breath  unto  the  people  upon  it, 

And  spirit  to  them  that  walk  therein  ; 

6  I  the  LORD  have  called  thee  in  righteousness, 
And  will  hold  thine  hand,  and  will  keep  thee, 
And  give  thee  for  a  covenant  of  the  people, 
For  a  light  of  the  Gentiles  ; 

7  To  open  the  blin^J  eyes,  to  bring  out  the  prisoners  from 

the  prison, 
And  them  that  sit  in  darkness,  out  of  the  prison-house. 

8  I  am  the  LORD  :  that  is  my  name  :  and  my  glory  will  I 

not  give  to  another, 
Neither  my  praise  to  graven  images. 

9  Behold  the  former  things  are  come  to  pass,  and  new 

things  do  I  declare  : 
Before  they  spring  forth  1  tell  you  of  them. 

10  Sing  unto  the  LORD  a  new  song, 

And  his  praise  from  the  end  of  the  earth, 

Ye  that  go  down  to  the  sea,  and  all  that  is  therein  ; 

The  isles,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

11  Let  the  wilderness  and  the  cities  thereof  lift  up  their 

voice, 

The  villages  that  Kedar  doth  inhabit  : 
Let  the  inhabitants  of  the  rock  sing, 
Let  them  shout  from  the  top  of  the  mountains. 

12  Let  them  give  glory  unto  the  LORD, 
And  declare  his  praise  in  the  islands. 
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LESSON  XLVI. 
ISAIAH    LXI,  1-7. 

THHE  Spirit  of  the  LORD  God  is  upon  me  ; 
A  Because  the  LORD  hath  anointed  me  to  preach  good 
tidings  unto  the  meek. 

He  hath  sent  me  to  bind  up  the  broken-hearted, 

(  To  proclaim  liberty  to  tlw  captives, 

( And  the  opening  of  the  prison  to  them  that  are  bound. 

2  j  To  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the  LORD, 
{  And  the  day  of  vengeance  of  our  God  ; 

To  comfort  all  that  mourn  ; 

3  To  appoint  unto  them  that  mourn  in  Zion, 
To  give  unto  them  beauty  for  ashes, 

The  oil  of  joy  for  mourning, 
The  garment  of  praise  for  the  spirit  of  heaviness  ; 
That  they  might  be  called  trees  of  righteousness  : 
The  planting  of  the  LORD,  that  he  might  be  glorified. 

4  And  they  shall  build  the  old  wastes, 
They  shall  raise  up  the  former  desolations, 
And  they  shall  repair  the  waste  cities, 
The  desolations  of  many  generations. 

5  And  strangers  shall  stand  and  feed  your  flocks, 

And  the  sons  of  the  alien  shall  be  your  ploughmen  and 
your  vine-dressers. 

6  But  ye  shall  be  named  the  Priests  of  the  LORD  : 
Men  shall  call  you  the  Ministers  of  our  God.

5  Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a  nation  that  thou  knowest  not, 
And  nations  that  knew  not  thee  shall  ran  unto  thee, 
Because  of  the  LORD  thy  God,  and  for  the  Holy  One  of

6  Seek  ye  the  LORD  while  he  may  be  found, 
Call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near  :

10  For   as   the   rain   cometh  down,   and  the   snow   from 

heaven, 

And  returneth  not  thither, 
But  watereth  the  earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and 

bud, 
That  it  may  give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the 

eater : 

1 1  So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth  ; 
It  shall  not  return  unto  me  void, 

But  it  shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please, 
And  it  shall  prosper  in  the  thing  whereto  1  sent  it. 

12  For  ye  shall  go  out  with  joy, 
And  be  led  forth  with  peace  : 
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The  mountains  and  the  hills  shall  break  forth  before

13  Instead  of  the  thorn  shall  come  up  the  fir  tree, 

And  instead  of  the  brier  shall  come  up  the  myrtle  tree  : 

And  it  shall  be  to  the  LORD  for  a  name, 

For  an  everlasting  sign  that  shall  not  be  cut  off.

14  The  sons  also  of  them  that  afflicted  thee  shall  come 

bending  unto  thee  : 
And  all  they  that  despised  thee  shall  bow  themselves  down

And  they  shall  call  thee  The  city  of  the  LORD, 
The  Zion  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

15  Whereas  thou  hast  been  forsaken  and  hated,

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16  Thou  slialt  also  suck  the  nrilk  of  the  Gentiles, 
And  fthalt  suck  the  breast  of  kings  : 

And  thou  shalt  know  that  I  the  LORD  am  thy  Saviour, 
And  thy  Redeemer,  the  Mighty  One  of  Jacob. 

17  For  brass  I  will  bring  gold,  and  for  iron  I  will  bring 

silver, 

And  for  wood  brass,  and  for  stones  iron  : 
I  will  also  make  thy  officers  peace, 
And  thine  exactors  righteousness. 

18  Violence  shall  no  more  be  heard  in  thy  land, 
Wasting  nor  destruction  within  thy  borders ; 
But  thou  shalt  call  thy  walls  Salvation, 
And  thy  gates  Praise. 

19  The  sun  shall  be  no  more  thy  light  by  day  ; 
Neither  for  brightness  sJiall  the  moon  give  light  unto 

thee  : 

But  the  LORD  shall  be  unto  thee  an  everlasting  light, 
And  thy  God  tliy  glory. 

20  Thy  sun  shall  no  more  go  down  ; 
Neither  shall  thy  moon  withdraw  itself; 

For  the  LORD  shall  be  thine  everlasting  light, 
And  the  days  of  thy  mourning  shall  be  ended. 
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
